Cattle Owners Should Have 


Animals Ready For Tu- 


berculin Inspectors. 


A summary of the 
progress 


made to date in the T. B. testing 
of cattle throughout Pickaway-co 
shows that it has been necessary 
for the veterinarian administering 
the test to spend ono-fourth or His 
time in helping to get in and tie- 
ing up cattle, according to Coun- 
ty Agent H. S. Lewis. 


This shows that the cattle own- 


ers are impeding the program of 
the T. B. testing of cattle by fail- 
ing to follow out instructions when 
notified to get their cattle in and 
tie them up, he said. This experi- 
ence mak^s the T. B. testing ofj 
cattle 25 per cent more expensive 
than 
would be necessary if the j 


cattle owners would cooperate by [ 
putting their cattle in and tie them 
up so that the veterinarian could 
make his injection promptly when 
arriving at the farm. 


A number of owners nave cor 


i operated splendidly, with the re- 
sult that the injections and tag- 
ging were speedily administered j 
and the test promoted in an or- J 
derly way. 
When one-fourth of 


the veterinarian's time is requir- i 
ed in driving in cattle, it is easy 
'to see that only three-fourths of i 
the number of cattle are tested j 
per day that should be tested. 


This test is free to the livestock 


owner and he should recognize his 
responsibility to the tax payers of 
the county by' cooperating to the 
extent of having his cattle under i 
control when tne veterinarian ar- 
rives, Agent Lewis declares. 


Each owner has been 
notified 


from one to two days ahead and 
his cattle were :to be tested on a 
certain day.

Blackhead of turkeys Is one of 
the most dreaded diseases of this 
class of poultry, but destructive as 
it is, the trouble may be controlled. 
“We find that blackhead Is caused 
by an animal germ,” says Dr. B. F. 
Kaupp, head o f the poultry depart­ 
ment of North Carolina state col­ 
lege. 
“It generally attacks young 
turkeys from five weeks of age up 
until thev mature. To tell definitely 
whether a bird has blackhead, one 
has but to open a dead bird and 
If blackhead is present, the liver 
will appear to he spotted.

Quail Die of Thirsl 
Dr. J oseph Grlnnell, ornltholo 
of California, believes that 
lack of water explains the disap 
penrance of quail in many parts ol 
that stale. 
He has made Inves 
ligations and finds that areas for 
mcrly supplied with water are now 
dry 
owing 
to 
climatic 
changes 
and reclamation work and have be 
come 
uninhabited 
as 
nesting 
grounds for the quail. 
Doctor Grinnell does not believe 
that vermin has accounted for the 
disappearance of the birds so much 
as the lack of water, as the species 
of wild birds and animals desig 
nated as vermin also have becom« 
scarcer during recent years in the 
same area. Young quail which an 
hatched more than 400 yards from 
water and where rain does not tali 
or heavy dews occur shortly nftei 
they are hatched will die from* 
thirst, says a bulletin of the Amer 
icon Game association.
